always respond without consulting 
Brian and find interesting find 
out later our recommendations 
are similar. consider matings 
for others, what hope you 
make sure avoid inbreeding and 
genetic diversity. Most importantly, 
endeavor reach the goals 
set for that mating for economically 
important traits. And therein lies the 
challenge. Inbreeding results from selecting, generation after generation, the 
very best animals produce the next generation. The most desirable genet- 
ics are used widely across the breed and, eventually, become the genetics 
have watch out for when considering inbreeding subsequent generations. 
(Challenge great example this. has been used heavily because 
outcross and still provides genetic progress for important traits. Five years 
from now, will have watch how use his many proven sons given 
that most herds will already have significant influence from him through his 
daughters.) rare bull that gives great progress for important traits that 
doesn’t provide increase inbreeding the general population. There- 
fore, should surprise that all the dairy breeds have steadily increased 
the level inbreeding across their populations since the advent Artificial 
Insemination. So, our challenge find new sire lines and cow families that 
will help make the genetic progress desire without adding much in- 
breeding. are certainly doing that our current selection young sires 
being sampled and in-waiting. just have remember that outcross 
only useful satisfies both ends the equation new genetics and genetic 
progress for the traits that are important us. 

I’ve written about this before, but think useful revisit it. Expect- 
Future Inbreeding (EFI) measure the level inbreeding that would 
result future offspring animal were mated random group ani- 
mals from the existing population. course, generally don’t randomly 
mate sires across the population, give some thought the inbreeding 
that could result from mating. However, EFI useful measure how 
related sire the cow population. know, inbreeding affects re- 
productive performance, among other things. The EFI doesn’t always match 
what our expectations are outcross sire. Many people are using 
Lang Haven Decision Natural outcross right now, and rightfully so. 
His pedigree contains Tiller, Royal Oak Luxury, making him signifi- 
cant departure from most active sires and elite cows the breed (and 
great cross many them). However, his pedigree contains quite cross- 
section the same blood that found many, many cows Lorry, Magic 
and Perfecto. So, while useful cross many cows, his EFI 6.9 puts him 
right the middle the active list for EFI. the other hand, consider Mar 
Ral Royal Mentor, one many Royal Oak sons the active list. His 
Active-Al low 4.6. Although the active list crowded with Royal Oak 
sons and grandsons, the cow population not, since his semen supply was 
very limited. person can generally use Royal Oak son just about any- 
thing the herd since not many people actually had the pleasure milking 
Royal Oak daughter (contrast that with the fact that just about everyone has 
milked Magic and Perfecto and Tiller). After you get past Royal Oak 
Mentor’s pedigree, there isn’t anything that has been used heavily the 
breed, providing near complete outcross. Following Mentor outcross 
the active list are: 

Four Winds Magicman 5.4 EFI 
Oak Knob Legacy Daunte 5.8 EFI 
Old Homestead Dividend Fayette Dari Fayvor 
Golden Ronald Grumpy 6.1 Royal Oak Magic 

You can see that none them are completely without high-impact sire 
their pedigree, yet most not have more than one.
